Hackensack, in Bergen county, has a 
sensation in the shape of a ghost, which 
haunts the county jail and creates the 
utmost consternation and alarm among 
the prisoners and other inmates. The 
spirit has been recognized as that of John 
W. Avery,the young man who was 
hanged in the juilon June 28, 1872, for 
murder, Tue mysterious phenomera 
which accompanies the spirit were at 
first attributed to some plan of escape 
concocted by the prisoners, but recent 
developments prove that such is not the 
case. A prisOner named Wallace, who 
was confined in the jail in October last, 
solemnly affirms that his spirit appeared 
one night, and was distinctly seen to 
walk around One of the tiers and 
pull the bed clothing off 
@ German prisoner who was 
confined in the cell formerly occupied 
by Avery. The German, who is still a 
prisoner, confirms the story, aod many 
poscons who visited Avery now remem- 

r that he made a solemn promise be- 
fore his death to revisit the jail after his 
execution. The story of his latest ap- 
pearance see to be well authenti- 
cated, several of the prisoners thoroughl 
agreeing in their statement;.of all the al- 
leged facts. The phenomenon occurred 
about midnight on Sunday, and there 
is no doubt that the utmost consterna- 
tion and alarm prevailed among the pris- 
oners, Asis customary in all well reg- 
ulated ghost stories, the clock had just 
ceased striking 12, when a soft, unnatu- 
ral light filled the whole interior of the 
jail and awakened al! the prisoners. 
Some of them were tcrror stricken, and 
buried their heads bencath the bed cloth- 
ing, while others seemed to be paralyzed 
so that they could not move, and were 
compelled to be unwillin witnesses of 
the supernatural scenes and sounds that 
followed. They solemnly aver that they 
heard one of the windows raised, aed 
felt the cold. air tush in. Then the 
shadowy form of a man, all plainly visi- 
ble except the legs, seemed to glide be 
tween ‘the bars and up the stairs to the 
top tier of the célls. The figure stooped 
in front of the cell which hud been occuf 
pied by Avery, and opening the door, 
entered. The opening and elosin of 
the door was distinctly heard, After 
the lapse of afew minutes the figure re- 
appeared and ma foot-falis on the steps, 

as it bee yy giin, were distinctly 
neeed The fi gure Phased around all the 
tiers of the cells, and then floated down 
tothe wash-room, apd was heard to 
turn on the water. Finally the ghost i 
turned to the window apd disa 
as ithad entered, and ihe blui Tm light 
gradually faded away. This is substan- 
tially the story as told by several of the 
prisoners, Who claim 10 have been eye- 
witnesses, and express their firm belief 
that they saw Avery's ghost.

Vestibule Rex, 


. {By telegraph to The Constitution. ) 

New Yor«x, March 18.—-Sam Ward, 
*Vestibule Rex, "was heard yesterday | 
in surrogate’s court in bie Pe 
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making of the 38-ton guns, masses of 
iron weighing 28 tons, at a welding heat, 
have to be laid under the hammer. 

For the large gun an incandescent 
mass of 45 tons has to be fetehed out of 
the fire and duly hammered. The fur- 
nace has the capacity of a cottage, and 
the tongs by which the glowing cylinder 
is lifted out of its burning bed weighs 

no less than 30 tons. A steam crane 
beara the whole weight of tongs and 
coil, and everything proceeds without 
accident or hiteh of apy kind. At night 
the sight isjtruly grand,Sand well repays 
those who take the trouble to be present. 
Other nations are not likely to be blind 
to the advantage which accrues from 
the possession of guns exceptionably 
powerful. Already it is known that 
steel tubes are being made, having a di- 
ameter six inches greater than that of 
the tube of the eighty-one-ton gun. 
These tubes may be intended for the 
lining of the American smooth-bore 
ns which are to be converted into ri- 
Possibly they are for the use of 
the French government, or for the Ital- 
ian. Atall events such masses of steel 
are being made,and are destined @o0 play 
some part in connection. with foreign 
artillery. Most certainly the appear- 
ance of a 100-ton muzzle-loading gun 
among foreign’armaments is byno means 
a remote contingency. 

But what are we prepared todo? As- 
suredly the great/steam hammer at W ool- 
wich Arsenal can accomplish something 
more for us than the making of an 81- 
ton gun, big as that undoubtedly will 
be, with ‘its bore of 16 inches in diame- 
ter and 24 feet in length, firing a projec- 
lile weighing 1,600 pounds, propelied by 
300 pounds of powder, the range of the 
weapon being seven miles.' All this is 
very formidable, but it is not by any 
means all that canbe done. We may 
double the weight of the gun, making 
it 160 tons, having a calibre of 20 inches 
and a bore of at least 30 feet. This would 
he a magnificent piece of ordinance: 
but even then there would be something 
beyond, and why should we stop short 
of that which must be gained at some 
period or other? 

Let us conteinplate the further step at 
once. Why not have a gyn with a bore 
of twenty-four inches—simply two feet? 
The weight would be 275 tons, the 
charge of powder would be 1,000 pounds, 
the weight of the projectile nearly two 
tons and a half, and the range eight or 
nine miles! This is not 4 mere dream, 
but a perf oo mee | ticable piece of work, 
The gh would probably be a trifle less 
than £400 per ton, or about £25,000 for 


the entire. In weight of projectile such Co 


fey would be a ag ane than 4 
,000-pounder. Perhaps en we had 
nar such @ weapon we might think we 
had gone far enough. As for armor 
rojectile of the 275-ton gun woul 
posdibl bly penetrate three feet with a cor- 
responding backing.

Senator Boutwell, of Massachu-etts, 
next took the floor, and supported the 
treaty on national grounds, When the 
secretary ofthe treasury thoroughly ex- 
amined the subject, and found that there 
would Hot De'a Toss TO the revenue of more 
than three’ Hundred‘ thousand ‘dollars by 
its ratification, but as a compensation for 
this goods of equal aggregate value, 
would be admitted free in the Hawaiian 
ports; and besides the Hawaiians export- 
ing their products tothe United States, 
would take their payments in goods in- 
stead of in money. 

Senators Frelinghuysen, of New Jer- 
‘sey, and Bogy, of issouri, al-o sup- 

orted the treaty. Benator Jones, of 
Sevadé. also advocated ratification in a 
short but earnest speech, setting forth 
both the commercial and the _ political 
benefits offered tothe United States b 
this treaty. Senator Sargent, of Cali 
fornia, closed the debate. He showed 
the necessity of taking advantage of the 
present proposition if this country 
wished to obtain control of the Sand- 
wich Islands and _ prevent their 
passing into the grasp of foreign nations 

As overtures had already been made to 
the Hawaiian government by the Pacific 
colonies of Great Britain for a similar 
reciprocity a which the ne- 
cessities of the Islanders would certainly 
compel them to accept, if we rejected 
their pending offer to make a reciprocity 
freaty with ourselves. He admitted that 
it would not cheapen the price of re- 
fined sugar, but insisted that it would 
lessen the cost of the sugar which is used 
on the poor tifian’s table, aad inthe min- 
ing camps of the Pacific coast. Reply- 
ing to an argument advanced by Senator 
Booth that we are not likely to need the 
Sandwich Islands for purposes of defense 
or naval operations, as this country 
had never had but three years of foreign 
war, Senator Sargent said this ar- 
gument might as well-be used to advo- 
cate the dismantling of our fortifications 
and the abandonment of our pavy. He 
insisted that the Sandwich Islands are of 
the utmost importance not only as coal- 
ing and naval stations, but asa point of 
strategic importance, commanding the 
eulire commerce of the United States in 
the Pacific. The vote was then taken 
on the amendments proposed by the 
committee on foreign rclations, adding 
tobacco, leather and all manufactures of 
leather to tne list of articles of American 
manufacture to be admitted to the Ha- 
waiian Islands duty free. 
Also providing that during the 
pendency of the treaty, the Hawaiian 
government shall not cede cr lease any 
port, bay ornaval stationto any foreign 
government, except that of the United 
States, or grant any special privilege to 
any foreign nation which is not now 
granted. Theameudments were agreed 
to, as Were also an amendment proposed 
by Senator Sargent, striking o:t the 
word frnhit from the Hawaiian produc’s 
to be admitted free of duty tothe United 
States, and thereby substituting tle 
word bananas. The object of this amend- 
ment was the protection of oranges and 
Other semi-tropical products of Cali- 
fornia. The treaty as thus amended, 
was then ratified by a vote of yeas five, 
nays twelve.

At a late houron Monday night, Captain 
John A. Wilson, the agent of the road in 
this city, received a telegram from Sov. 
Brogden, instructing him that on that day 
(Monday.) . the legislature had passéd 
an act making it*a crime to interfere 
with the gauge of any _ railroad 
in the state, andto lav anyone 8) interfer- 
ing liable to dine and imprisonment. He 
etuted further, thit, as goveroor of the 
state, it was incumbent upen him to exe- 
cute this law. S!mifar telegrams were sent 
to each depot agent on the line of the road.
